Should Test 
Seed Oats Now 


Owing to the frost damage done 
this fall there is every likelihood 
that there will be a shortage of seed 
for planting next spring. 

This is especially true wlth regard 
to oats, as we are informed on good 
authority that there are very few 
oats in this district that will have a 
good germination test. 

Mr. Jack Fleury of the Midland) 
Pacific Elevator informs us that 
he has sent several samples to Cal- 
gary for testing and the best report 
he received was 52% germination 
in 12 days. The tests on the 
other samples were considerably 
less. Each sample that was sent 
in had the appearance of being very 
good oats and weighed up to the 
standard, 

In their own interest farmers 
should make or have made germin 
ation tests of all their seed grain 
so they can make arrangements for 
their requirements at an early date. 

Itis thought that there will be 
sufficient seed wheat and barley in 
the district for the spring require- 
ments but it is almost certain that|

A letter was read regarding the 
census for seed and feed require- 
ments in the municipality, and the 
matter was left over to the neat 
meeting. 

Councillors Rupp and Trimble 
were appointed delegates to the 
municipal convention to be held at 
Edmonton on November 20, 21 and 
22 

Settlement was made for a divers- 
ion at SE of 21-31:2:8:4. The 
sum of $15.00 was allowed for a 
half-acre of land. 

Ten applications for tax consolid- 
ation were approved. 

A copy of the provincial govern- 
ment’s scheme for placing the single 
unemployed on the farms, was read 
The government agrees to pay the 
men so placed: $5:00anda cupply 
of clothing the Ist month; 8&7 00 
forthe 2nd month; 88:00 for the 
31d month; and 810 00 per month 
thereafter. The fariner is required 
to supply room and board. Applica- 
tions can be obtained at the munic- 
ipal cftice. 

A grant of €45.00 was allowed 
towards scarifying by the govern- 
ment graders of the road leading 
east from Didsbury.

~ Recreation A Vital Necessity 


| 
Ever since some authority discovered and told the world that every | 
man should have a hobby, the dictum has been reiterated at intervals by | 
later authorities with varying degrees of emphasis and sometimes by those) 
who are interested in promoting some form of amusement or recreation. 

Whether uttered, however, with or without an ulterior motive the asser- 
tion is one wh'ch has a sound foundation in psychology and human experience. 
Tt is first cousin and as well founded as that more popularly known saying: | 
“All work and no play makes Jack a dull boy.” 

While a hobby or recreation is a valuabe adjunct to work for’man at 
all periods of his march from the cradle to the grave, in at least two stages 
of his progress, in youth and in old age, it is an absolute essential if he is 
to achieve the goal of life-—happiness. 

The word recreation itself gives a clue to the reason. 
making over again of the individual as he seeks relaxation from the “trivial 
round and common task’ means what it indicates. 

Unless a man is content to be a dull clod, he must refresh and re-create 
himself by seeking relaxation in some pursuit which, for the time, will lift 
him above the cares and worries incidental to earning his daily bread and 
providing for the needs of those dependent upon him. He needs some inter- 
est, which will infuse rest into acheing limbs or brush away the cobwebs 
from the brain. 

In youth th’s diverse interest may take the form of athletics, mechani- 
cal activity and with a minority, some more sedentary type of relaxation, 
but no matter what form it may take, it is essential to the development of 
a sound, robust citizenship, that youth should be allowed time for recreation. | 

The lad or young man without a hobby is apt to become morbid and 
unhealthily introspective. Youth-is normally a period of superabundant 
energy and this overflowing vivacity should be allowed to express itself in 
forms of healthy recreation, and if it can be used as a step ladder to a life 
vocation, it is that much more to the good.

Many a youth has “found” himself in the pursuit of a hobby. History 
is full of stories of boys and young men who have made good in later life 
because they have been allowed to follow their bent and of many more who 
have done so despite overwhelming obstacles and discouragements, By all 
means encourage the young man to take up some interest, apart from his 
da‘ly work and chores, 

And if a hobby is essential to youth it is vital to old age, There is no, 
more pitiful sight than the old man whose physical powers have waned and 
who has no interest in life or in living. Such a man is a burden to himself | 
and an incubus to his associates. He is misery personified and makes miser- | 
able those with whom he comes in daily contact. 

But the old man who has built up an interest secondary to the life work | 
which he pursued in his prime is spared these pains and penalties of ad-! 
vancing years. As he becomes physically enfeebled he is able to turn his 
hand and his mind to a pursuit which daily grows in fascination, because 
it can be taken for granted, that the hobby which he has developed is some- 
thing which he likes and in which, therefore, he can excel, Such a pursuit 
will go far towards prolonging life itself and will certainly give zest to the 
declining years. Gloom will give way to sunshine and contentment will dis- 
place moroseness. 

But it is too late for the aged to develop a hobby after they have 
reached the sere and yellow. The old adage, “You can't teach an old dog 
new tricks’ is applicable to humanity. There may be exceptions but that 
is the rule. That is one of the reasons why, even during the crowded years 
of prime and middle life, a recreation is not only advisable but essential. It 
is an insurance policy for a contented and interesting old age. 


Moreover the man who diversifies his interests beyond his life’s yoca- 
tion, even during the pericd when life is at the full, is more likely to pave 
an old age in which to further develop his hobby. It need not necessarily | 
be something apart from his daily work. It may well be something related | 
to it, in which event its pursuit will yield additional interest and perhaps 
more tangible dividends in the task of making a living.
